Lawrence Harvey, oﬁerator of
Harvey Machine Co. here, got
into more dam trouble this week.

Harvey wants to build a 560-
foot dam on the Copper River
In Alaska.

However, the Alaska Fisheries|
Board and the United States
Fish and Wildlife Service say
that Harvey’s dam would kill
90 per cent of the fish in the
Copper River.

They have filed protests with
the Federal Power
opposing the granting of a pre-
liminary permit to Harvey to
check the possibilities of build-
ing the dam. The Fish and Wild-
life Service says that 90 per
cent of the river's runs of red,
king and silver salmon, worth
$3,000,000 to $5,000,000 annually,
-would be killed by the dam,

The local concern said that it
wanted to develop a 1,475,000
horsepower gam to energize a
reduction plan. at Cordova or
Valdez. Cordova, Alaska, is 85
miles downstream from the pro-
posed dam site.
